PARIS, Jan. 27.—American naval] 
authorities heré are doing every- 
thing possible to avoid adding to 
the number of unemployed in the 
United States by retaining in the 
service every able-bodied sailor who 
can be induced to remain.

GERMANS JAILED FOR 
USING AMERICAN FLAG. 


PINNED THEM ON IRON CROSSES 
‘SOLD AS SOUVENIRS AT 


COBLENZ.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
OF OCCUPATION (Sunday) Jan. 26. 
—In the Coblens newspapers today 
the burgomaster appeals to the self- 
respect of the Germans to refrain 
from commercializing iron crosses 
and other German decorations of 
war. 

American intelligence officers have 
discovered several instances where 
shopkeepers near Coblenz sold iron 
cross watch fobs with a miniature 
American flag pinned to the rib- 
bons. This fact resulted in the arrest 
of several Germans, who were sen- 
tenced to jail, 

The burgomasters of both Treves 
and Cobleng notify the civilians in 
today’s newspapers that the use of 
the American colors is an infraction 
of American orders in this respect, 
and that they must suffer the conse- 
quences. 

The Americans in the occupied 
Zone are to be given an opportunity 
to see Hagenback's trained animale 
on a war basis. Before the war 
Hagenback had more than 89 ani- 
mals, but these have been reduced 
in number during the war, so that 
when the circus arrived in Coblenz it 
had only 100 specimens. 

Camels, Hamas and many other 
animals have been killed since the 
war started, owing to the scarcity of 
food. Fifteer elephants of a herd of 
thirty remain. Fifteen of the ele- 
Phants were killed last winter, ar 
the mest was sold to civilians in the 
interior of Germany, where the cir- 
cus was exhibiting.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 37.—Basis 
for complete agreement on the war 
revenue bill was reached today by 


ator Simmons, chairman of the Sen- 
managers, announced that vir- 
tually all important questions re- 
maining in dispute, including war 


excess profits rates, had been agreed 


upon, and that all possibility of 
failure of the bill had passed. 

Announcement of the conference 
agreement on the war profits and 
other basic disputes was deferred, 
but it was said it would be made 
Wednesday or Thursday, when a re- 
print of the bill as finally agreed 
to will be completed. The confer- 
ence report is expected to be pre- 
sented to the Senate and House 
late this wee and the conferees 
hope it will adopted by both 
bodies next week and the bill sent 
to President Wilson for approval. 

The basis of agreement on the 
measure Was upon three  bitterly- 
contested questions — war excess 
profits taxes this year, the Senate 
allowances to oil and gas interests, 
and the Senate amendment to repeal 
the existing zone system of second- 
class mail rates. It was learned 
that in harmonizing difficulties on 
these basic disputes, the conferees 
agreed to an increase of the Senate 
war excess profits rates, adopted the 
oil provision substantially as pro- 
vided by the Senate, and eliminated 
the second-class mail amendment. 

The agreement on war excess 
profits rates for 1919, it was stated, 
provided for retention of the Sen- 
ate rate of 30 per cent. on corpo- 
rations’ net income as excess of 
credits, and not in excess of 20 per 
cent. of the invested capital: for in- 
crease from 60 to 65 per cent. on in- 
come in excess of 20 per cent., and 
for retention of the 80 per cent. tax 
on war profits. The higher rates 
were strongly urged by Representa- 
tive Kitchin and other House man- 
agers. 

The Senate conferees were report- 
ed to have won their fight for re- 
tention of the Senate provision for 
a tax exemption of 20 per cent. on 
bona fide sales of oil and gas wells 
and mines. This provision, designed 
to protect and stimulate prospec- 
tors, was oppesed by the House 
managers, as too liberal, but they 
yielded after the Senate conferees 
had accepted the higher rate on 
war excess profits. 

Elimination of the second-class 
postage amendmen been ex- 
pected. The pro 1 has deen 
opposed bitterly by Representative 
Kitchin and other House conferees. 
It provided for repeal of the pres- 
ent zone rates on second-class mail 
based on the proportion of news 
and advertising and for substitution 
of a new zone plan of 1 cent a 
pound on periodicals within the first 
and second class parcel post zones, 
and 1% cents a pound beyond that 
radius. The present rates have been 
attacked vigorously by publishers as 
unjust, and in some cases confisca- 
tory. 

With the basis reached for set- 
tling these three .vital disputes, 
agreement on other ~rovisions of the 
bill left open was regarded as cer- 
tain. Among these are amendments 
eating liquor into the District of 
Columbia for beverage purposes; 
levying a tax of 100 per cent. on 
political campaign contributions in 
of one month's pay and uniforms to 
32 discharged from military serv- 
ce. 

Conferees said the “bone dry” 
amendment would be retained, but 
the fate of the others was in doubt. 

Other amendments to be acted 
upon are several so-called “relief’’ 
provisions of the Senate war excess 
profits amendment, some dependent 
upon the basis of agreement on 
rates reached by the conferees.

The length of the period during 
which an army of occupation must 
be maintained, War Department of- 
ficials have sald, depends entirely on 
decisions reached by the associated 
governments at the Peace Confer- 
ence and upon conditions in Ger- 
many.

Nock and Willlam MacDonald, ed- 
itors of the Nation; Paul Kellogg, 
editor of the Survey; Martyn Johns- 
ton, Harold Stearns and Robert 
Morss Lovett, editors of the Dial; 


Frank P. Walsh, former member of 
the War Labor Board; Jane Addams 
of Hull House, and Amos Pinchot. 
Its purpose is explained as an 
American movement” to gather “au- 
thentic information on Russian af- 
fairs and in general attempt to pre- 
sent to American public opinion as 
accurate a picture as it is possible 


‘to obtain of the present status of 
the Russian revolution.” 

The Bolshevik government is de- 

scribed as never having been pro- 
German, and Lenine as a leader of

‘LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Jan.

FUNDS MISAPPROPRIATED? 


Startling Charge is Made Against Public 
Service Board and Denied.

That the plan of Mayor Wood- 
man to lower the taxes of the city 
has been frustrated by the misap- 
Propriation of funds of the power 
bureau by the Beard of Public Serv- 
ice Commissioners is the charge 
by C. H. Merrill, a taxpayer, 
in a communication sent to the 
Mayor yesterday. 

It is charged by Mr. Merrill that 
the commission has deliberately de- 
ceived the Mayor and City Council 
regarding the transfer of the funds 
in its possession.

aside to apply on city taxes has 
never been paid inte the city treas- 


ury. 

On May 17, 1917, the board, by 
resolution, decided to appropriate

ter, when the 1918-19 budget was 
made, the commission asked to be 
excused from its obligation, which 
Involved the payment of $50,000 a 
month; but this request was denied 
by the Council.

While The Times is not in sympathy with 
Senator Cummins 's criticism, it is, never- 
theless, a criticism that is not to be dis- 
carded lightly. For Senator Cummins is one 
of the ablest and most independent mem- 
bers of the Senate. The criticism which he 
has voiced gt this time may be repeated 
when the treaties, drawn at the Peace Con- 
ference, come before the Senate for approval, 
A number of Senators have expressed them- 
selves in advance as opposed to the Presi- 
dent’s policies and it must not be forgotten 
that those treaties must be approved by a 
two-thirds vote “of the Senators present”— 
not of the Senate—wher the treaties are of- 
fered for ratification. As there is no time 
limit stipulated in the Constitution for the 
ratification of treaties, they might hang fre 
over a national election; and that would 
necessitate a highly undesirable locking of 
the wheels of industry at the outset of the 
reconstruction period. 
President Wilson has clearly outlined his 
conception of America’s role. In the open- 
ing address before the Peace Conference in 
Paris on Saturday be said: “We are here 
to see that every people in the world shall 
choose its own masters and govern its own 
destinies, not es we wish, but as they wish.” 
He proceeded to give the assurance that 
America was actuated by ideals of humanity 
an not by selfish interest. His declaration 
of our attitude will probably become as his- 
toric as Lincoln's Gettysburg address. 
“In a sense the United States is less in- 


terested in this subject than the other 6

Bolshevism is just around the corner, 
said a Sacramento legislator from the floor 
of the Assembly, and for once a Sacramento 
legislator said something. For Bolshevism 
is a right-here-now American menace, and 
the sooner the American people wake up to 
this fact, the quicker the problem will be 
solved. 

Red flag literature may be purchased in 
Los Angeles urging a general strike and a 


repetition here of Russian conditions, where 


one takes what one wants, whether it is the 
contents of a store, another man’s overcoat 
or his wife, or his life; and one with im- 
punity may shoot anyone wearing a white 
collar. The. strike at Seattle is not an iso- 
lated act, but a symptom of the international 
unrest, fomented everywhere by interna- 
tional Reds affiliated with Lenine, Trotzky 
and the crowd of Russian murderers. 

That international Bolshevism is now plot- 
ting to overthrow the government of the 
United States was shown in the sworn tes- 
timony given to the Senate subcommittee by 
Archibald Stevenson of the department of 
military intelligence. He told how the move- 
ment is being spread in this country by agi- 
tators. The Mooney case was seized upon 
at once by the Russian Bolsheviki and is

Considerable mystery surrounds 
the visit to his home in this city of 
Gov. Stephens, who arrived by auto- 
mobile on Sunday afternoon, and is 
scheduled to return this morning to 
Sacramento.

Trade Men Can Quit if They 
Want to, Says Baker. 


It is unlikely that either concilla- 
tory or retaliatory action will be 
taken by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California to meet the sit- 
uation caused by the California 
Auto Trade Association, an organ- 
ization composed of garage men, 
jobbers, accessory and tire dealers, 
in severing its official relations with 
the Automobile Club. If any at- 
tempt is made ‘to heal the breach 
caused by the “tow row” it will not 
come from the Automobile Club, 
which will “stand pat” and con- 
tinue the same lines of service as 
heretofore. 

This epitomizes the statement 
made yesterday by Fred L. Baker, 
president of the club, who added 
that, while his organization regrets 
the misunderstanding which has 
arisen, its policy will in no way be 
altered by the step of the Auto 
Trade Association. 

“We will continue to use the two 
car,” he said. “We have found it 
very useful to our members, and 
that is what we are interested in. 
We think they are entitled to this 
service just as they are to informa- 
tion which we supply them, in re- 
turn for the dues they pay. As a 
matter of fact, it is necessary for 
our insurance department, which 
has about $12,000,000 in outstand- 
ing insurance covering our members’ 
cars, to have this tow car in constant 
service. It is a protection that eur 
members want, and they will con- 
tinue to get it. If any member of 
the Auto Trade Association feels 
| that he has a grievance and wants 
to withdraw from the Automobile 
Club, that’s up to him. We believe 
that when the public understands 
our position in this matter it will 
gain members for us.”
